THE ENGLISH BILL POSTER. 


Some Interesting Information Regard- 
ing His Business and How It 
Is Conducted. 


London, Dec. 1, 1901. 


I will do my best to supply you with a 
few particulars respecting bill posting in 
the old country, but first while writing for 
my cousins on the other side of the herring 
pond, I will wish them all a very merry 
Christmas and a happy and prosperous New 
Year. The year for trade in our line has 
been what I may term a medium one— 
neither bad nor good, as no doubt the war 
has had a bad effect on business all over 
the country, and the first part of the year 
was exceedingly so, owing to the Queen’s 
death: but, taken all into consideration, 
there has not been much to grumble about. 
As you are aware we have two associa- 
tions—The United Bill Posters’ Association 
and The London Bill Posters’ Protective 
Association. The former applies to the 
provinces and the latter to the metropolis. 
These, as the titles imply, look after mat- 
ters affecting trade and the members’ in- 
terests. I may mention that in several 
parts of the Kingdom local associations 
exist, but this is principally to regulate 
prices and other district matters. This 
past session of Parliament has been a 
worrying time for the bill-poster, but I am 
glad to say, thanks to the parliamentary 
committee, comprised of members of both 
asseciations, that all bills introduced by 
municipal bodies haye been defeated and 
the obnoxious clauses removed. But this 
has been achieved at great law costs. We 
have other commmittees, but the most im- 
portant among them is the censorship com- 
mittee, whose duty it is to adjudicate up- 
on any poster submitted to them by any 
member, and to decide ifin their opinion 
such poster should be exhibited by the 
members; if not it is condemned and a pro- 
cess block made of it and sent round to all 
the members informing them of the commit- 
tee’s decision and the members act ioyally 
by the committee. This censorship was 
founded owing to the horrible productions 
that were printed principally for melo- 
dramas, and the great idea seemed to be 
to portray the worst forms of human na- 
ture, such as strangling, shooting, kniving, 
with plenty of blood. There has been a 
very great outcry against them, and we felt 
that if they were not stopped our busi- 
ness would be ruined and the theater li- 
eenses refused. Very good work has been 
done by the censors, and there is another 
committee called Censors of Stock-Posters, 
comprised of poster-printers, theatrical pro- 
prietors and bill posters, and when their 
labors cease it is hoped the walls and hoard- 
ings will be very much purified of the hor- 
rible. 

I see in the trade journals that President 
“Bailie’’ McMillan is going to America next 
year to the convention. Now. friends, 
I do not think it right to let loose that 
wild Highlander upon America unless he is 
accompanied by some of the more subdued 
lowlanders, so America can look out for our 
invasion. 

During holiday times here the bill-poster 
is as much of a factor in the merry-making 
as any one else. Except where men work 
piece-work they are given two days for 
Christmas, Good Friday and Easter Mon 
day, Whitsan Monday, August Bank Holi- 
day and the bean feast day, to which the 
firms always liberally subscribe.

Bill posters generally who know Charles 
Begg Hood, the Havana bill poster, dis- 
credit the charges made against him in a 
recent issue of “‘The Billboard,”’ by H. F. 
Curtis, of Havana. The latter charged that 
Hood is in bad odor in Havana, that he 
has been trying to sell his plant there, and 
that he would probably never return to 
Havana. Hood had many friends at the 
recent meeting of the directors of the As- 
sociation of Bil! Posters and Distributors 
at Louisville, and they were a unit in de- 
nouncing Curtis’ charges as unfounded and 
unjust. 

“The Billboard”’ is in position to state that 
Mr. Hood is now in Buffalo, and that he 
does intend to return to Havana. He has 
wired “The Billboard’? that he will stop 
over in Cincinnati on his way to Cuba, 
when he will have something to say in 
reply to Curtis’ charges, 


I. C. Speers, who sold his plant at Mar- 
shalltown, Iowa, Aug. 1, has just com- 
pleted 2 fine new plant at Mason iCty, 
lowa.

R. C. Campbell, Frank Chamberlain and 
Harry Stoops, the committee appointed to 
investigate the Cincinnati situation, will 
meet in the Queen City Dec. 23, for the 
purpose of looking over the two plants. 

And now it is the Philadelphia newspa- 
pers that are squealing about the terrible 
“billboard evil.” The popularity of the 
billboard is far-reaching, and the shoe 
pinches the foot of the newspapers more 
and more. 


Chas. R. Collins, the licensed city bill 
poster and distributer at Jackson, Tenn., 
has, on account -of increase in business, 
been compelled to add 1,400 feet of new 
board to his already large plant. He now 
has facilities for giving a good display of 
12, 20 or 24-sheets; 16, 12 or 16-sheets; 20, 
8-sheets and 150 1-sheets. 


J. Wier & Son., the bill posters and dis- 
tributors of Nebraska City, Neb., have sold 
their plant in that city, consisting of about 
600 lineal feet of boards, in use only about 
two years, and a splendid country route to 
the Overland Real Estate and Investmeni 
Co., of Nebraska City. It is understood 
that the price paid was $500. 


A rather amusing thing happened in 
Leeds, England, the other day. Posters 
were being put up for Mr. Walter Rey- 
nolds’ piece, *“‘When the Devil Drives,’ and 
also some advance stuff for Martin Harvey 
in “The Only Way.’”’ One of the men post- 
ed these two bills to read: ‘“‘When the 
sag Drives Martin Harvey In the Only 

ay.” 


I. C. Speers, formerly of Marshallton, Ia., 
has removed to Mason City, in the same 
State, and established Speers’ Advertising 
Service. Mason City is a live, progressive 
little city of 10,000 inhabitants, with seven 
railroads running into it, and a large, rich 
tributary country, and Mr. Speers has put 
in a first-class plant, all his boards being 
made of the very best matched lumber, and 
his service is perfect. 


A rumor, or rather a pipe dream, has 
reached “The Billboard,’’ which has it that 
a new opposition bill posting firm will 
shortly open up a plant in Chicago. The 
new firm, so it is said, will be styled Jones, 
Hyde, McManus & Co. The rumor has it 
that the fourth member of the company is 
Chas. B. Hood, of the West Indies Adver- 
tising Company, Havana, Cuba. The lat- 
ter is to be manager, and in connection 
with J. D. MeManus, is to furnish the ex- 
perience, while Jones and Hyde furnish the 
capital. It takes real money in such great 
big gobs to start a bill pesting plant in 
Chieago that the story, in all probability, 
has little foundation in fact. 


The following report has been received 
from Faigley, the distributor at 
Lancaster, O.: “Have put out in the last 
30 days 20,000 for the Harvard Piano Co., 
10 separate distributions; 10,000 for the 
National Formula Co., Lancaster, O., five 
separate distributions; 5,000 cards and 50 
frames for the Maladyor Manufacturing Co. 
Lancaster, O.; 1,500 for W. H. Hill & Co., 
2,000 for C. L Hood & Co., 2,000 for Drs, 
Kennedy & Kergan, 200 1-sheets for the 
Hocking Valley Railroad, 4,000 pieces of 
local work. I am prepared to give any ad- 
vertiser a first-class service in this city or 
Fairfield County. I can do your bill-post- 
ing, distributing, sign-tacking or sign- 
painting. I haye 2,000 feet of running 
boards in Lancaster, and would be pleased 
to hear from all large advertisers.” 


On Nov. 16, while enroute home from a 
tour of his country route, Mr. John Wier, 
the veteran bill poster and distributor of 
Nebraska City, Neb., was attacked by five 
masked men, who, after severely beating 
and bruising him into insensibility, robbed 
him of his pocket-book, containing $2.75 
and several articles. The assault occurred 
about 4 or 5 o’clock in the afternoon, when 
Mr. Wier was 22 miles from home, and 


-the culprits unhitched his horse and tied it 


to a fence by the roadside, leaving Mr. 
Wier in the body of his wagon. He did 
not regain consciousness until the morning 
of the 19th, when it was found that the 
robbers had cut his lines ‘and taken one of 
them with them. Mr. Wier was in a fright 
ful condition when he got home, and his 
horse almost starved. He is now convales 
cing, but will never be able to do much 
of anything as long as he lives. He is 60 
years old,

AS AN ART 


Advertising Is Considered By An Ex- 
pert in the Business. 
{ Written for “The Billboard."’) 
By Clarence EB. Runey. 


Advertising is a great problem from 
whatever aspect viewed, and one that re- 
quires a great deal of thought, as well as 
practical experience and a thorough knowl- 
edge of the subject in all its phases, and its 
many branches. 

To be fully conversant with the adver- 
tising proposition of today it requires a 
man whose whole time is devoted to some 
practical branch; at the same time he must 
keep in touch with and study all other 
methods of the (beg pardon) art. There 
are many advertising agents and business 
firms who are, more or less, prejudiced 
against certain forms of advertising. They 
may have tried several of the various 
methods and found a certain method did 
not pay them, and in some instances the 
money spent might just as well have becn 
devoted to some charitable  tnustitution— 
‘twould possibly have done more good 
there. It does not necessarily follow. how- 
ever, that because they have tried this 
particular branch without success, that 
that branch is a fallure. The failure may 


have beer on the part of the agent who) 


planned the campaign. 

Successful advertising is the spending of 
the advertising appropriation judiciously 
and in such a manner that the returns will 
justify the outlay. The great question, 
then, is how to obtain the results. Many 
firms have been successful by using the 
newspeper exclusively; others have fourd 
snecess in bill boards exclusively, while 
still others use the distributive method, 
the magazines, paint and various other 
methods for their advertising. To my mind 
the judicious expenditure of the advertis 
ing appropriation in several different meth- 
ods brings the best results. The newspa: 
pers, bill boards and house-to-house dis 
tributing are the cardinal points and the 
safe stepping stones for new advertisers. 
Of course, much depends upon the article 
to be advertised, and the proper course for 
prospective advertisers is to consult some 
one thoroughly posted in the various 
branches of advertising, and “start right.” 
Do not try any experimental advertising 
but profit by the experience of others. The 
returns, when advertising is properly done, 
are sure and certain. 

When you have concluded to advertise 
appropriate a certain amount of money, be 
sure that your plan of campaign is correct 
and your success Is assured. Do not depend 
entirely upon your own judgment. There 
are many experts in advertising at your 
command. Therefore, do not start blindly— 
consult your own Interests by consulting 
either one or more of those “‘professors of 
advertising.” 


HOW THE GERMANS ADVERTISE. 

Something new and striking In the scl- 
ence of advertising was accomplished in 
London recently. 

When the North German Lloyd steamship 
Kronprinz Wilhelm made her maiden trip 
to New York she carried among her pas 
sengers a man with a camera, who se- 
enred. pictures of all the Incidents of the 
vovage which showed the vessel at her best. 

The Alhambra was privately taken for a 
morning performance a certain day. It was 
filled with a free, Invited andience, and ant- 
mated photographs, constituting a record 
Transatlantic run from Europe to New 
York in an hour and a quarter, made both a 
good entertainment and an excellent me- 
dium of publicity for the enterprising 
steamship company. 


ADVERTISING TIPS. 


An advertiser's best friend is his trade 
Journal and an honest agent. 

The Blackburn Standard, a British news- 

aper, uses a 48-sheet poster for advertts- 
ng. 

Following this rule: Never overcrowd 
posters with matter, nor yet be too brief. 
Try to strike a happy medium. 

The Schwarzschild & Sulzberger Com- 
pany, of Kansas City, contemplate adver- 
— their poultry department quite exten- 
sively. 

Never destroy letters until you have made 
a note of the writer's name, his address 
and business. A list of names is the most 
valuable adjunct to an advertising cam- 
paign. 

The American Malt Cream Company, of 
Chicago, farnishes, free of charge, tn con- 
nection with a trained nurse, the nourish- 
ment to the quartet of Ormsby babtes, at 
Chicago. One firm offered to pay $1,000 for 
the privilege of furnishing the ‘‘kids’’ with 
its food. 


A leading Rochdale( England) tradesman, 
who has used posters for sixteen years 
past, decided last year to rest for twelve 
months. At the end of last month he 
ealled at the office of the Rochdale Bill- 
posting Company, placed an order for dou. 
ble the number of sheets he had displayed 
before and stated very emphatically that 
the past year had been the very worst he 
had ever experienced. Those who do not 
use posters will gather from this some idea 
of their real importance.

STOCK COMPANIES 


May Be Used in Burlesque Houses 
Which Are Hurt By the Wheel 
Scheme. 

New York, Dec, 16.—While the rumblings 
of the storm which broke out recently 
among the burlesque managers has been a 
trifle fainter during the past few days, the 
trouble has not ended by any means, and 
a new phase has been added to the situa- 
tion. Several managers who were left out 
ef consideration at the Pittsburg confer. 
ence met informally, and before the confer- 
ence had ended it practically was decided 
to adopt a new policy in some of the 
houses and thus circumvent the action re- 

cently taken. 

If the plan discussed is carried out the 
stock system will be inaugurated at sev- 
eral of the houses. Alphonse J. Meyer, the 
manager of the Court Street Theater, Buf- 
falo, and Morris Schlesinger, formerly 
treasurer of that theater, but now business 
manager of the Bijou Theater, Washing- 
ton, and two others discussed the situa- 
tion at great length, and while no definite 
action could be taken on such short notice 
the trend of the discussion was decidedly 
in favor of the stock system. Both the 
Court Street and Bijou Theaters are feel- 
ing the power of the Empire Circuit, the 
strong Western combination of houses 
which has decided that a company play- 
ing at an opposition house in one city will 
be barred from the Empire chain of thea- 
ters over the entire circuit. Inasmuch as 
both Buffalo and Washington are repre- 
sented in the Empire Circuit, the managers 
of the opposition houses in those cities 
foresee difficulty in obtaining attractions 
next season. 

Instead of the traveling companies a per- 
manent company is engaged. By giving an 
entire season in one city performers may 
be engaged more cheaply. The specialties 
and burlesques are changed weekly, and ex- 
perience has shown that the young women 
of the chorus attract more of a following 
by remaining in the one place for the sea- 
son. 

So far as can be learned the Empire Cir- 
cuit and the committee from the Associa- 
tion of Traveling Variety Managers seem 
likely to score a clean victory in the recent 
troubles. The Empire Circuit is so strong 
that the opposition is finding it difficult to 
successfully combat it. 


ANOTHER FROST 


To Be Creditéd to the Hoodoo Over 
the Victoria Theater—New York 
Bills and Gossip. 

New York, Dec. 16.—The theaters of New 
York, as a whole, are enjoying a period of 
unprecedented prosperity. In spite of in- 
clement weather crowds flocked to the play 
houses last Monday night and _ business 
throughout the week was above the aver- 
age. Several of the old plays drawing near 
to the end of their stays in the city seem 
to have been among the most freely patron- 


ized. Some of the Broadway houses are 
already being put in trim for holiday 
patrons, being decorated with holly and 


mistletoe. Never was there such an array 
of superior talent as that which now 
adorns the local stage. The one striking 
novelty of the week was the presentatiou 
of Cldye Fitch’s new play, “A Marriage 
Game,” with Sadie Martinot in the lead- 
ing role, at the Victoria.

As a rule, it is wise to “lay off,”’ particu- 
larly if the route is in the midst of the 
one-nighters. In week stands it Is a bit 


different: there are no railroad fares to 
pay and the expense is less otherwise. of 
course there is a noticeable falling off 
of business at the Chicago theaters, but it 
is for a few days only, and with the ar- 
rival of Christmas Day the business is 
bound to revive and go on as before. 

This is the final week of Henry Irving, 
Elien ‘Terry and their London company. 
The run of “The Price of Peace” goes on 
uninterrupted, Amelia Bingham and “The 
Climbers” withdraw at the end of this 
week. Opie Read’s new play, “The Star- 
bucks,” has been produced, and is a hit. 
Burton Holmes is giving the last of his 
series of very interesting lectures, next 
Saturday. “Miss Bob White’ will also 
waft away. “The real coons,”’ Williams and 
Walker, and their rag-time show have ar- 
rived, and Cleveland’s Minstrel band plays 
happily on.

you can’t get past with an inferior one 
these days. 

The other day is was announced that a 
new playhouse would be erected on the 
west side in the vicinity of Madison street 
and Western avenue. It was further stated 
that work would begin at once, and stock 
company would be formed—previously, 
however, traveling companies such as ap 
pear at the Great Northern and other the 
aters would be presented. Well, a theater 
might be all right on the site mentioned 
by those who have secured ‘‘ample capital,” 
and all that sort of thing. But unless the 
promoters of the new west side theater 
have been fortunate enough to receive rec- 
ognition from the .»tair-Havlin office, they 
won't play the sort of companies that ap 
pear at the Great Northern, by any means, 
and if they mean business and are really 
going to build a theater, or rather remodel 
the building which now occupies the above 
mentioned address, the stock-company pol- 
icy had better be installed at the start. 

There are two theaters, called the Acad- 
emy of Music and Bijou, that are booked by 
the Stair-Havlin people, and Kohl & Castle 
keep their Haymarket Theater in line with 
excellent vaudeville performances, furnish- 
ed by people from their circuit, and then 
there is a little stock organization, with 
May Hosmer at the head of it. that seems 
to be thriving at the People’s Theater. All 
of these enterprises cater to the west- 
siders, there are several! elevated roads and 
many surface lines that run to the down- 
town theaters and make remarkably quick 
lime, consequently the west side is not 
badly off, as far as amusement resorts are 
concerned. The names of the new theater 
builders have not been made known—but 
this is a period of circuits, and the theater 
oueside of them is “up against it’ in Chi- 
eago, unless the stock-company policy can 
be inaugurated successfully, and if you 
don't believe me, ask John Conners, over 
at the American Theater.

I saw Tim Murphy in 
“The Carpetbagger,’ and Stuart Robson 
in “The Jucklins,”’ both plays from Mr 
Read's pen, and I haven't forgotten how 
“Opie responded to the call for the au- 
thor at MeVicker’s Theater when “The 
Jucklins’ was seen in Chicago for the first 
time; his graceful remarks are still fresh 
in my memory, and when the cries for 
“Read” came from hundreds of throats last 
Sunday night it reealled the former ocea- 
sion. The Dearborn Theater was simply 
packed. The Press Club members were 
there to greet their club fellow, brother 
and associate, and the happy event of the 
production of this play will remain ever 
green in my mind. The audience seemed to 
he playing the parts with the players—our 
players-Chicago’s own stock company. 
The actors, too, were keyed to the upper- 
most, and at times so interested was the 
audience that if a string on one of the 
violins in the orchestra had broken when 
all was quiet it would have sounded like 
the report of a gun. “The Starbucks was 
originally to be produced by Clay Clement, 
but latterly it fell to the Dearborn for 
production, and wisely. There was atime 
when a suecessful Chicago production 
meant its ruin in some other city—New 
York, in particular—and it was quite a time 
ere “Arizona” (also born in Chicago) could 
get permission to show up on that famous 
street called Broadway. It finally “broke 
in,’ and was a big hit at the Herald 
Square Theater, and latterly at the Acad- 
emy of Music. The future of “‘The Star 
bucks’’ no one need lose any sleep about. 
It's a snecess—a very decided one at that. 
Mr. Read was also fortunate in having his 
play produced with so excellent an organi- 
zation, too, and the members of this com- 
pany likewise have Mr. Read to thank for 
so excellent a script. Opie Read has taken 
his material from an ont-of-the-way part 
of Tennessee—the spurs of the Cumberland 
mountains, where there are no railroads, 
and deception is a stranger to them. This 
part of the State furnished many splen- 
did soldiers for the Union armies during 
the Civil war. Other parts of Tennessee 
held many in favor with the South, but 
Mr. Read has selected the locality where 
Andrew Jackson and “Fighting Parson" 
Brownlow, who startled his followers with 
a ery to arms, put muskets In their hands 
and led them to a victorious battle. 


There is, however, no tinge of war about 
“The Starbucks.” Mr, Read émphasizes 
the sentiment existing In Jim Starbuck, 
the district judge, and the district marsha), 
and tells how the Influence of Andrew 
Jackson came to inspire the locality in 
qvestion with lasting respect for national 
institutions. 

Travelers from New York and Philadel- 
phia to Nashville had to go through the 
mountains by stage before railroads were 
bnilt. The national teamsters belonged to 
that class of wags who enjoyed having fun 
with the tenderfoot, and a favorite was 
to make him get out of his wagon and 
dance in the road. Andrew Jackson was 
thus halted and expressed a willingness to 
shake his feet if he could get his slippers 
out of his trunk strapped on behind. In- 
stead he got out a couple of derringers and 
made the teamsters dance, an achievement 
which went in tradition. The neighborhood 
types readily figured from knowledge Mr. 
Read's capacity in character sketching fur- 
nish much of the Interest in “The Star 
bucks." Manager Will Tillotson carefully 
prepared everything for a proper presenta- 
tion. The play deals with life In the moun 
tains of Eastern Tennessee, where the au- 
thor has made exhaustive studies of the 
people. He styles his work “a character 
drama,’ and he has devoted his best ef 
forts in putting an odd Hittle community 
on the stage. Jasper Starbuck, the cen- 
tral figure and head of the family, is a 
rugged mountaineer who hardly suggests 
‘ny other character in stage fictlon, and a 
better actor than Emmett Corrigan could 
not have been selected for the role. The 
Story introduces Jim Starbuck, a mountain 
preacher; Laz Spencer, who ts always bor- 
rowing things; Mose Blake, the stuttering 
hoy; the district judge, the district mar 
shal, Lije Peters, hereditary foe of the 
Starbuck family; two hegro servants, and 
a number of other well defined types.

LOUISVILLE, KY. 

Louisville, Ky., Dec. 16.—Manager W. H. 
Meffert, of the Temple Theater, created a 
great sensation when he annouficed after 
the evening prformance on Dec. 7 that he 
would close the theater and engage in some 
other business. While it was known that 
he has not been making both ends meet, 
still it was not known that he had gotten 
as deeply into debt as he had. He spent 
considerable money in refitting and refur- 
nishing the theater during the summer, and 
when he opened the season he had a new 
stock company that had to make its ac- 
quaintance with the local public. Just as 
the business was beginning te show that he 
would pull through, a big burly negro saw 
a flash around the polyscope one afternoon 
and yelled fire. A panic was created, in 
which a number of persons were very se- 
riously injured. From that time the busi- 
ness slacked up, and it is said that the 
greatest receipts for any one week were 
S674, while the expenses were over $1,800 
for each week. It did not take long for the 
Colonel's means to give out, and when he 
saw that he was over $7,000 in debt, he 
xave up. The disappointment and chagrin 
at his unfortunate plight so preyed upon 
the old gentleman’s mind that he had to 
go to bed, and has been in a very serious 
condition since. He refused benefits or 
‘nancial aid from his friends, and says that 
he wants to get out and earn the money 
io pay his debts. He gave up his old resi- 
dence, and has rented a smaller house for 
himself and family. All of the employes 
were two weeks in arrears for salaries. 
All of the employes decided to hold on until 
after the holidays on the co-operative plan, 
hoping to realize enough out of it to repay 
themselves for the salaries due them. It 
is said that Colonel Hopkins, of Chicago, 
has been looking over the field with a view 
of getting the theater into his circuit.

A TALE OF TEMPTATION. 


Nearly every paper in the country whicb 
has at one time or another waged war on 
“the bill board evil,’’ has sooner or later 
been caught with the goods on. A Detroit 
paper, which was one of the first to decry 
bill board advertising, took to that very 
field when the price of the paper was cut 
to one cent, and the same paper every now 
and then to use the bill boards for quick 
returns. While Mr. Hearst’s San Francis- 
co Exammer was waging bloody war on 
the biil boards in Frisco he was spending 
thousands of dollars in New York on Dill 
boards to advertise the Journal, and his 
campaign had not ended there before he 
had Chicago posted from end to end ad- 
vertising Hearst’s Chicago American. All 
this, however, only goes to show what an 
astute and judicious advertiser Mr. Hearst 
really is. 

And now comes the Cincinnati Commer- 
cial Tribune—the harmless old lady of 
American newspaperdom. Her whims and 
caprices have been so ridiculous and long 
drawn owt that no serious attention has 
been paid to anything she said or did for 
the past twenty years. Recently, however, 
the old lady allowed her nails to grow 
long and she proceeded to scratch the very 
life out of things in Cincinnati with re- 
gard to “the bill board evil.” The spasm 
continued for such a long time that for 
awhile it was believed that perhaps the 
old lady had submitted to an operation of 
transfusion of blood, and that she had re- 
ally found the true elixir of youth. The 
old lady’s screams for protection reached 
the ears of the members of the Board of 
Public Service of Cincinnati and for awhile 
they were inclined to take her distress seri- 
ously. They even went so far as to de- 
cree that boardings erected around build- 
ings in process of erection should not be 
used for advertising purposes. However, 
before the desire could be made a law, the 
old lady betrayed herself, her sex and her 
weakness by falling into the very pit into 
which every other newspaper which has 
opposed bill board advertising has fallen; 
she went into the bill board adertising busi- 
ness herself. Poor old Comical Galoot. 
Now it happens that “the old lady at 
Fourth and Race streets,’’ as the other Cin- 
cinnati papers designate it ,is the only 
one to declare war on bill board advertis- 
ing. At a meeting of the Cincinnati News- 
paper Publishers’ Association held a few 
days ago, its publisher attempted to bring 
the other publishers into line to fight bill 
board advertising in Cincinnati, but they 
would have none of it. ‘‘We'’ve got all the 
advertising we can handle,’’ was the reply 
of each when appealed to. And so the old 
lady had another fainting spell. It was 
cruel to soak the old lady that way, but 
the cold hearted Cincinnati publishers did 
it just the same. Then the old lady pro- 
ceeded to get even. 


Laboring under the impression that her lo- 
cation is to blame for lack of circulation 
and advertising she conceived the idea of 
erecting a magnificent’ steel sky scraper 
nearer the heart of the city, and in the 
yery shadow of the home of the vigorous 


and healthy Times Star. Much has been 
said by the old lady of her own enterprise, 
and many bouquets has she throwa to her- 
self therefor. Every column and bolt that 
was set in place in the new building has 
been illustrated in half-tones in the Com 
ical Galoot. But the time of temptation 
came, and like the meek woman that she 
is, she was rempted and she fell. Last 
week the really handsome structure reach- 
ed that stage of completion where it was 
necessary to be inclosed in order to pre- 
vent accidents to pedestrians. A handsome 
board fence twelve feet high was built 
on Walnut street in front of the new 
building, and before the nails in it were 
fairly set what do you think happened? 

“The Billboard’ really blushes to tell it, 
but would you believe it, the fence around 
the new home of the Comical Galoot was 
not twelve hours old before it was cov- 
ered with (hush)—posted bills!

Robbins and Campbell, it seems, were cog- 
nizant of the existence of the statute re- 
ferred to, but could not take advantage of 
it because they had entered into an agree- 
ment to fix the number of directors at six 
in order to give the bill posting end three 
and the paint end three. 

This was probably why Messrs. Robbins 
and Campbell sold out. It is claimed that 
Messrs. Pratt and Link are in no way 
bound by the agreement entered into by 
Col. Robbins and Mr. Campbell with the 
junning Company. They are in a position 
to demand and obtain a new deal. 

Messrs. Gunning, Schaefer et al. claim 
to be in no way disconcerted by the new 


ove. They appear easy and confident, 
bet ace Chess aeeuthed about their plans.

HOLD-UP TACTICS 


Employed By Street Cars and Restau- 
rants in Charleston—The Expo- 
sition Not Half Ready. 


Charleston, 8. Son, oe. a se 
ar yageantry 9 anc mpressive Z cire . 
saeulee abe South Carolina Inter-State and 
West India Exposition flung wide its gates 
on Monday, Dec. 2, and the opening of the 
‘Ivory City’ was undoubtedly the biggest 
day Charleston ever had, despite the fact 
chat the buildings are not finished, the 
walks are not laid, lights not placed in po- 
sition, only four Midway attractions are 
ready, no exhibits placed, and a multitude 
of other things to give any visitors who 
might care to spend fifty cents to walk 
over the grounds and view the location, 
the exposition has thrown its gates open 
to the world and invited the nation to 
see the “show.’’ Never in the history of 
expositions and fairs was there one so far 
behind as this one. It is the universal 
opinion of ali that it was a mistake to send 
the tidings to the outside world that the 
exposition is open. 

The opening day brought several hun- 
dred people out, but 90 per cent of those 
whe came were members of the various 
civie organizations or soldiers, so of course 
that did not swell the gate receipts of the 
various concessionaries, for it is generally 
known that that class of people expect 
everything equal with the admission, that 
is to say, “free.” However, it was a good 
start for future work, and there will yet 
be thousands upon thousands to attend the 
exposition. 

There are some things good here and 
some not good. For instance: If you come 
out on the street car you are brought with- 
in three blocks of the exposition grounds, 
and then the conductor calls out “this car 
for the exposition, another fare, please." 
Of course this is not the first case of a 
hold-up in exposition times, for it was the 
privilege of those who visited the Atlanta 
exposition to ride within a few blocks of 
the exposition grounds and then pay an- 
ether fare, and this is only typical of all 
mighty corporations. It is simply a case 
of single track and double fare, and there 
is not an hour in the day but what some 
one coming to the exposition grounds here 
have more or less trouble with the street 
ear conductors. Save and except the short 
line, which ruys to the grounds, one can 
rider oer the entire street railway system 
for five cents, but if one cares to go out 
and see what has been accomplished by 
a piucky little city in the way of giving an 
“expo.”’ he is compelled to “cough up” an- 
other five-cent piece. This will do the ex- 
position and Charleston no good, for news 
travels fast, and in these modern times 
bad news travels too fast. Again, there is 
another serious trouble staring the average 
visitor in the face. The hotels here are 
not equal to the occasion, and the lodging 
houses have ‘“‘gone away up,” and if one 
should happen to find on the bill of fare 
in the average restaurant the following, 
why, you need not be surprised: ‘‘We have 
been forced ‘to raise from our former 
prices, as the merchants of the city have 
gone up with the price of provisions; so 
one can readily understand that the 
Charleston people have the Buffalo fever. 

Nothing in the way of concession is given 
to the people who work for the success 
of the exposition, and who have put their 
money in the exposition. All concessiona- 
ries are required to pay the regular fare, 
twenty-five cents for the round trip. Why, 
the carpenters and local people who are 
working for the Exposition Company prop- 
er get a book of tickets from the street car 
company, which costs them just half the 
regular fare, thus keeping all the local 
money they can here and giving the Mid 
way people the short end of it. There are 
two “ttractions on the Midyaw that em- 
ploy some 300 people altogether, and ! 
doubt if there is that many carpenters 
working on the grounds, so one can readily 
see oa there is something “dead up the 
creek.” 

The Esquimau Village opened to fair 
business, Jim Key did moderately well, and 
Bostock’s Animal Arena caught over sey- 
enty-five per cent of the paid admissions 
into the grounds. That was not bad, con- 
sidering the weather. The opening day 
fire works were postponed on account of 
the rain, consequently there was not a 
handful on the grounds in the evening. 

For the first time in the history of expo- 
sitigns one show opened up without a 
spieler or ‘“‘barker” in front of the house-- 
that was Bostock’s Animal Arena. From 
1 o'clock until late in the evening there 
was a stream of people surging to this 
great place of amusement, and all that 
was necessary to catch the crowd was for 
the ticket seller to announce the prices. 
The first performance in the arena came 
off without a hitch, and each and every 
act was received with rounds of applause, 
which goes to show that this great exhl- 
bition will prove the winner here that 
it did at Buffalo. 

Roltair has started his building and it 
will be finished within two weeks, “Fair 
Japan"’ has broken ground, as well as the 
“Palace of Life’ concession, and by Jan.

PRIZE FOR A HAPPY THOUGHT. 


The Louisiana Purchase Exposition 
Wants a Design for an Emblem 
and Is Willing to Pay for It. 


St. Louis, Mo., Dee. 16.—The Louisiana 
Purchase Exposition has not yet hit upon 
2 satisfactory design for an emblem, and 
upon the recommendation of the Commit- 
tee on Press and Publicity the Executive 
Committee has approved the plan of offer- 
ing prizes amounting to $5,000 for the 
wished-for design. A commmittee of seven 
members, composed of two artists, two ar- 
chitects, two sculptors and one historian 
will be empowered to select the design. 
Artists and scupltors of National reputa- 
tion will be invited to submit their work, 
and the sum of $2,500 will be paid for the 
successful emblem. The offer will be sent 
to the leading countries of the world, in 
order that every person of artistic ability 
may have the cpportunity of trying for the 
prize, if he desires to do so. The date of 
closing the contest will be announced later. 
The emblem will be used upon the station- 
ery and official papers of the Exposition, 
for the embellishment of its advertising 
matter, and for the decoration of exposi- 
tion souvenirs and other purposes. It is 
desired that it shall express clearly and 
forcibly the grand purposes of the expo- 
sition, and have also historic value and 
meaning. 


NOVEL IDEA. 


St. Louis Exposition To Have a Cheap 
Bath House and Laundry 
Attachment. 


St. Louis, Mo., Dec. 16.—The weather per- 
mitting, all previous parades of every nat- 
ure within Trans-Mississippi country will 
be eclipsed by the one in preparation here 
for Friday, Dec. 20. By proclamation of 
the Governors of all the State and Terri- 
tories within the Louisiana Purchase, that 
day will be observed as ‘Louisiana Pur 
chase Flag Day,’ commemorating the 
formal transfer of the Western American 
empire from France to the United States, 
which occurred at New Orleans on Dec. 
20, 1808. In St. Louis the day will have 
special significance, for it will mark the 
actual beginning of the physical construc- 
tion of an international exposition In beau- 
tiful Forest Park, 

All railroads entering St. Louis have 
made a rate of one and one-third fare for 
the round trip from all points within a ra- 
dius of 150 miles. 

“The Louisiana Purchase Exposition is to 
have an establishment where visitors may, 
at moderate rates, be refreshed by sleep 
and the application of water to their per. 
sons and clothing,’’ says Director of Works 
Taylor. “It has been considered the proper 
thing always at expositions to supply plen- 
ty of eating and drinking places, but never 
before has it occurred to exposition man- 
agements to go further in the care and 
restoration of the physical man by furnish- 
ing bathing and sleeping facilities. There 
have been barber shops where for prepos- 
terous prices the visitors might get a shave 
or a shine, but there never has been a place 
where he might bathe and sleep, except the 
exposition hospital, and this was not open 
to him till his system had completely col- 
lapsed. 

“At the establishment to be featured at 
the St. Louis Fair the visitor will, at mod 
erate prices, be able to get the following: 
Shine, shave, shampoo, head-rub, batb 
(Turkish, plain, in sulphur water or in plain 
water), fresh collars, fresh cuffs, laundried 
underwear and sleep. 

“We are to sink an artesian well on the 
grounds, and the water from this, strongly 
impregnated with hydrogen sulphide, as is 
usual with artesian well water in the vi 
cinity of St. Louis, will supply sulphur 
baths, which physicians declare to have ex- 
ceptional invigorating and stimulating 
properties. The visitor will be able to get 
any kind of bath he likes, hot, cold or 
tepid, with massage or without, Turkish, 
Nubian, or what not. Apartments, small 
but nicely equipped, will be supplied, 
where, after his bath he may take a short 
nap, the attendant awakening him at a 
specified time. The apartments in most of 
the exposition grounds will be so quiet that 
sleep will come readily, even to the nery- 
ous. A patrol about the buliding will guard 
against the least nolse or disturbance. 

“While the visitor is taking his bath and 
his nap, the laundry will work on his un- 
derclothing, washing, rinsing and drying It, 
Collars and cuffs will be for sale at the 
tuilding, and the visitor. when he wakes, 
can don fresh, clean underwear, fresh col- 
tor and enffs, and, shaved and with shoes 
shined, he can co forth as fresh and vigor- 
ens as though he had just emerged from his 
room at the hotel. There will be separate 
establishments for the sexes and women

As the 
Euffalo Exposition necessitated Mr. Bo- 
stock's undivided attention for the past 
vear, those having the other various ex- 
hibitions in charge were deprived of any 
visits from the managing head during the 
entire season. 

The Charleston Exposition furnished an 
opportunity to bring all forces together for 
the reason that the opening required Mr.

In fact, the 
majority of the amusements on the grounds 
fear the Bostock name. 

After a hearty dinner that assumed the 
dignity of a banquet the party adjourned 
to Parlor B, of the Charleston Hotel. 

Mr. Bostock then briefly stated the object 
of the meeting. 

Reports were received from the various 
representatives, who are on the outlook for 
the coming season. 

Col. Francis Ferari spoke in glowing 
terms of the wonderful financial success 
during the season just closed. He also 
told, in a flattering manner, of the many

Mr. Victor D. Levitt, the General Mana- 
ger, was enthusiastically received. He pre- 
sented almost a sack full of facts and fig- 
ures tending to clinch the argument that 
1902 will without a doubt be the greatest 
and most profitable season ever experienced 
in the histery of carnival business.

After the elec- 
tion and appointments many minor details 
were taken care of, and congratulations 
handed out al! around. 

Mr. Bostock then made a surprising an- 
nouncement, stating that he had definitely 
decided to discard the entire Midway equip- 
ment of the past season.

His remarks on the new manner of 
conducting a street carnival were timely 
and well taken. 

Messrs. Levitt and Potter left almost im- 
mediately for Cincinnati, where they have 
niready established permanent headquar- 
ters in the offices of the Donaldson Litho- 
graph Company at Newport, Ky. The work 
they have already accomplished is some- 
thing wonderful. They left last week for 
New York to bid Messrs. Bostock and 
Ferari “bon voyage.” 

The official representative of “The Bill- 
board,”’ in Charleston, S. C.. W. A. San- 
ges, was present on invitation, and thor- 
vuughly enjoyed a few pleasant hours with 
the extensive staff. Many courtesies were 
shown your repregentative and the free- 
dom of the ChafeBton Exposition was ex 
tended for the season. Altogether It was 
© most notable and important meeting and 
will without doubt lead to some startling 
revelations in the street exposition era.
